The 
Moon will be ſeen to Riſe in the Middle of the Eclipſe at 
Faro Illes, and in the Ocean to the Weſtward of Ireland. 
And at the ſame Time ſhe will be ſeen to ſet at the Phil. 
lipine Iſlands, Chiaa, Sc. | 

The third Eclipſe is of the Sun, and inviſible at London, 
on Tueſday September 25, near one o Clock in the Morning, 
it is made in 139 of Libra, the Center of the Penumbra 
will fall within the Earth's Diſk, fo that it will be a great 
Fclipſe in itſelf where Viſible, which Place is Incognito, 
for it is not yet certaintly known whither North America 
Joins to the North Eaſt Parts of Tartary, or whither it be 
dea. 

The fourth and laſt Eclipſe this Year, will be on Fed. 
neſday the 10th Day of O#4her, of the Moon near Noon, 
the Moon being then under the Earth to us in England, 
proves it inviſible, it is made in 259 of the Cæleſtial Ram, 
and almoſt one half of the Moon's Diameter on the lower 
Side will be eclipſed: I: i] be very Conſpicuous to our 
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Antipodes, and in the Ocean Magnus and Mardelxur, on 
the Weſtern Coaſt of Carolina, Virginia, Maryland, ard 
Penſilvania, the Moon will riſe to them in the Middle of 
the Eclipſe, and ſet at the ſame Time to the Mg Empire 
and Places adjacent. I will cover the Haven, and mate 
the Stars thereof Dark, I will caver the Sun with a Chhud, 
and the Moon ſhall not give her Light, Ezel. 32.7. As to 
the Effect of Eclipſes this Year, there being only one VI. 
ſible to us, we ſhall only ſpeak of that, and ſo conclude 
The viſible Eclipſe in April, falls in that ill natur'd Sign NI, 
under which is Bavaria, and its Oppoſite Sign V is the 
Horoſcope of [re/znd ; thoſe People and Places will in one 
kind or other ſuffer, for there's an Oppoſition of X and 
2 from Y and =, the Influence of the Eclipſe determines, 
of tranſcendant Conſultations and Actions, to be agitated 
in thoſe Places ſubje& to the eclipſed Sign and its oppoſite, 
The Eclipſe is made in the 12th Houſe near 25. h Retro- 
gade in the 10th, and  Retrogade on the Cuſp of the 11th 
Houſein & to & in the5th, & on the Cutlp of the 6th, 
where we find 68, O, and 5, this incites Servants to 
cheating their Maſters, and 4 on the Cuſp thereof Lord 
of the Aſcendent, much Deceit and Treachery on foot 
amongſt thoſe that bear Arms; Horrible Actions amongſi 
Men; abundance of Cares, Sorrows, Fears, Contrarieties,

Appulſe to the Planet Saturn on September 23, at 43' paſt & 
at Night, but cannot be ſeen ; after that the Þ will paſs under 
that Planet the reſt of the Year. And the firit 6 Months 
of the Year, the Þ will paſs near K at every d, the 
Times you may ſee by the Lunar Aſpects. Alſo on Nowem- 
ler 16 at 8 at Night, ſhe will make a near Appulſe to the 
Planet 4 but not to be ſeen of us. In March I adviſe the 
{tudious Aſtronomer to prepare his Teleſcope to obſerve the 
datellites of Juhiter, which may be ſeen every clear Even- 
ing till September 15, and then you mult ceaſe your Obſer- 
vations till Oclaber 28, when you may obſerve him in the 
Morning the reſt of the Year.
